Gonzales 
Fights to 
Save Job 

Attorney general says he did 
nothing improper in firings 

WASHINGTON I Attorney General Alberto 
Gonzales, fighting to save his job, said in 
prepared Senate testimony Sunday he has 
“nothing to hide” in the firings of eight fed- 
eral prosecutors but claimed a hazy memory 
about his involvement in them. 

Two Republican senators said Gonzales 
has yet to shore up his credibility amid shift- 
ing explanations of his 
role in the dismissals. Vice 
President Dick Cheney reaf- 
firmed White House sup- 
port for the attorney general 
— but left it to Gonzales to 
defend himself to lawmak- 
ers who have called for his 
resignation. 

In his 25 -page statement, released before 
he appears Tuesday before the Senate Judiciary 
Committee, Gonzales apologized for embar- 
rassing the eight U.S. attorneys and their fami- 
lies by letting their ousters erupt into a politi- 
cal firestorm that has engulfed the Justice 
Department since January. 

He maintained the firings were not improp- 
er or politically motivated, but said he remem- 
bers having only an indirect role in the plans 
beyond approving them. 

GOP Sens. Arlen Specter and Lindsey 
Graham said Gonzales has a difficult bat- 
tle ahead in convincing the public he can 
lead the Justice Department. 

“He’s got a steep hill to climb,” said 
Specter of Pennsylvania, the Senate pan- 
el’s top Republican, lara jakes Jordan (ap)

Storm surge threatens 
Long Island in N.Y. 
with massive damage 

NEWYORKIA powerful nor’easter 
pounded the East with wind and 
pouring rain Sunday, grounding 
airlines and threatening to create 
some of the worst coastal flooding 
in 14 years. 

The Coast Guard warned mari- 
ners to head for port because wind 
up to 55 mph was expected to gen- 
erate seas up to 20 feet high. Petty 
Officer Etta Smith said Sunday in 
Boston. 

Airlines canceled more than 400 
flights at the New York area’s three 
major airports, said Steve Coleman, 
a spokesman for the Port Authority 
of New York and New Jersey. 

Storm warnings and watch- 
es were posted all along the East 
Coast, with flood warnings extend- 


ing from North Carolina to the New 
York area. Winter storm warnings 
were in effect for parts of New Eng- 


land and eastern New York state. 

Meteorologists expected sus- 
tained wind of 40 mph and a storm 


surge of 3 to 5 feet, a combination 
that could cause as much coastal 
damage to New York’s Long Island 
as a winter storm that wreaked 
havoc there in late 1992, Gov. Eliot 
Spitzer said. 

Ferry service to Fire Island, off 
the south shore of Long Island, was 
halted, and New York City opened 
nine emergency storm shelters in 
flood-prone locations. 

Some residents of low-lying areas 
along the New Jersey shore packed 
up to leave. 

“This is going to be bad,” Shaun 
Rheinheimer said as he moved fur- 
niture to higher spots at his house 
on New Jersey’s Cedar Bonnet 
Island. Streets were flooded and 
waves splashed over bulkheads 
into backyards. 

The storm also caused flash flood- 
ing in southern West Virginia, where 
emergency services personnel rescued 
nearly two dozen people, (ap)

Obama raises more 
money for primary 
eontest in first quarter 

WASHINGTON I Presidential candi- 
date Sen. Hillary Rodham Clinton 
had $24 million to spend in her 
primary campaign at the end of 
the first quarter, a daunting figure 
as she seeks to dominate the Dem- 
ocratic Reid. 



Sen. Hillary Clinton has already raised 
$26 million for her presidential bid. 


Overall, Clinton raised $26 mil- 
lion in the first three months of the 
year, according to documents her 
campaign filed Sunday, but $6.9 
million is set aside for the gen- 
eral election and cannot be used 
unless she wins her party’s presi- 
dential nomination. 

That means she raised less money 
for the primary election than her 
closest rival. Sen. Barack Obama. 
Her cash on hand got a substantial 


boost from a $10 million transfer 
from her Senate campaign. 

Obama had not yet filed his 
report with the Federal Election 
Commission on Sunday after- 
noon, but earlier this month he 
reported raising $23.5 million for 
the primary. 

John Edwards reported raising 
$13 million for the primary and was 
third in fundraising among leading 
Democrats. 

Candidates had until mid- 
night Sunday to file their finan- 
cial reports, (ap)

Jury selection begins 
in case against alleged 
terrorist supporter 

MIAMI I It’s been nearly five years 
since then -Attorney General John 
Ashcroft declared the United States 
had thwarted an al-Qaeda plot to 
detonate a radioactive “dirty bomb” 
in a major city and had arrested a 
“known terrorist,” Jose Padilla. 

Ashcroft darkly suggested the 
plot could have caused “mass death 
and injury” and said President Bush 
had designated Padilla as an enemy 
combatant who would be held in 
indefinite military custody rather 
than face civilian charges. 

However, as jury selection begins 
Monday, the case against Padilla 
has no mention of the “dirty bomb” 
allegations or purported plots inside 
the United States. 

Instead, Padilla, held for 3 34 
years as an enemy combatant, and 
co-defendants Adham Amin Has- 
soun and Kifah Wael Jayyousi face 
charges of conspiracy to “murder. 


kidnap and maim” people overseas 
and of supporting terror groups. 

The three are accused of being 
part of a North American support 
cell that funneled fighters, money 
and supplies to Islamic extremists 
fighting “jihad,” or Muslim holy war, 
in Afghanistan, Chechnya, Bosnia, 
Tajikistan and elsewhere around the 


world. The trial is expected to take 
at least four months. 

Although there is no direct con- 
nection, the shadow of the Sept. 11 
attacks hangs over the case. Dozens 
of potential jurors mentioned the 
attacks when they filled out ques- 
tionnaires meant to gauge their abil- 
ity to be fair and impartial, (ap)

NJ. governor remains 
in critical condition 
after car accident 

CAMDEN, N.J. I Gov. Jon Corzine 
was beginning to respond to peo- 
ple Sunday as he recovers from an 
SUV crash that left him on a venti- 
lator with a dozen 
broken ribs and a 
severely fractured 
leg, his spokes- 
man said. 

The governor, 
who remains in 
critical condi- 
tion, underwent 
a procedure to remove fluid that 
had collected outside his left lung. 
The procedure, which lasted less 
than 15 minutes, is common for 
patients who sustain a number of 
rib fractures, and doctors said it 
was successful, Coley said. 

Corzine was injured Thursday 
when his SUV crashed on the Gar- 
den State Parkway, after his vehi- 
cle was hit by another vehicle that 
swerved to avoid a pickup truck, 
sending the governor’s SUV into

Wolfowitz Focused on Bank’s Work 


Institutions chief is 
embroiled in scandal 
over friend s pay raise 

WASHINGTON I Embattled World 
Bank President Paul Wolfowitz said 
Sunday he will stay on the job, carry- 
ing out the bank’s mission to reduce 
poverty around the world. 

“The bank has important work 
to do, and I will continue to do it,” 
he said at a news conference ending 
a meeting of the steering committee 
for the bank and the International 
Monetary Fund. 

There have been calls for Wol- 
fowitz to resign as the head of 
the lending organization over 
his involvement in a pay increase 
awarded to a close female friend. 



Paul Wolfowitz said Sunday during a news conference that he intendsto stay on 
as president of the World Bank, though some have called for him to resign. 


The steering committee said the 
issue was “of great concern to us all” 
and called on the bank’s board to 
complete its work of looking into 
the matter. 

“We have to ensure that the bank 
can effectively carry out its mandate 
and maintain its credibility and rep- 
utation as well as the motivation of 
its staff,” the committee said. 

In answering questions about 
whether he should step down, 
Wolfowitz referred several times 
to the committee’s communique 
and said he did not want any com- 
ments he made to get in the way of 
the board’s work. 

“I believe in the mission of this 
organization. I intend to carry it 
out. I have had many expressions 
of support,” he said, (ap)

WAS H I N GTO N I Americans have been 
volunteering at record levels in the 
years following the terrorist attacks 
of Sept. 11, but that service dipped 
slightly in 2006, a study finds. 


More than a fourth of the popula- 
tion, 26.7 percent, did volunteer work 
in 2006, down from 28.8 percent the 
previous year, according to a report 
by the Corporation for National and 
Community Service. 

An increase in volunteerism 
from 20.4 percent in 1989 to 26.7 
percent in 2006 was heavily influ- 
enced by a sharp increase in the vol- 


unteer rates of young people ages 16 
to 19, according to the report. 

“Out of the tragedy of 9/11 and 
the devastation of hurricanes has 
come an unmistakable good: a 
strong interest in volunteering 
and community involvement,” said 
David Eisner, CEO of the Corpora- 
tion for National and Community 
Service, (ap)

Voters Back President 
To Rewrite Constitution 

Ecuadorians voted overwhelming- 
ly Sunday to support an ambitious 
plan from President Rafael Correa 
to remake the nation’s system of gov- 
ernment and weaken its discredited 
Congress. An exit poll by CEDATOS- 
Gallup showed that 78.1 percent of 
voters approved the need for a special 
assembly to rewrite the constitution. 
Correa has not offered detailed pro- 
posals for the anti-corruption mea- 
sures he envisions will result from a 
new constitution, (ap) 

GAZA CITY, GAZA STRIP 

Group Says It Killed 
Abducted BBC Journalist 

A previously unknown Palestinian 
group said Sunday it had killed a 
British journalist kidnapped over a 
month ago by gunmen in Gaza City. 
In a statement sent to news organi- 
zations, “The brigades of Tawheed 
and Jihad” said it killed BBC Gaza 
correspondent Alan Johnston, 42, to 
support demands for the release of 
Palestinian prisoners held by Israel. 
However, the BBC and the Palestinian 
government both said there was no 
evidence to back up the claim, (ap)

Men Use Hijacked Helicopter 
In Dramatic Prison Break 

Two men hijacked a helicopter Sun- 
day and forced the pilot to land in a 
prison courtyard, where they picked 
up an inmate in a dramatic jailbreak, 
the pilot told Belgian television. The 
fugitive was identified as a French- 
man who was in pretrial detention 
on charges of fraud and theft who 
had previously escaped from pris- 
ons in France and Spain, (ap) 


Police, Protesters Clash in Russia 


A second day of rallies 
meets harsh response 
over criticism of Putin 

ST. PETERSBURG, RUSSIA I Riot 
police beat and detained dozens of 
anti-Kremlin demonstrators Sun- 
day on a second day of protests that 
tested the weak opposition’s ability 
to challenge widely popular Presi- 
dent Vladimir Putin. 

As in Moscow a day earlier, only 
a few thousand people turned out 
in St. Petersburg to criticize the 
government. Opposition leaders 
called that a heartening response 
in the face of the huge police forces 
massed against both rallies. 

Putin’s foes said the harsh han- 
dling of demonstrators, who includ- 
ed many elderly people, would fuel a 
growing sense that the leader is stran- 
gling democracy ahead of parliamen- 
tary elections in December and a 
presidential vote next spring. 

But the opposition is in severe 
straits. Opinion polls rate Putin 
as Russia’s most popular political 
figure by far, thanks to newfound 
political stability and rapid econom- 
ic growth fueled by high world oil 
prices. That popularity has cowed 
mainstream politicians in parlia-

ment and allowed Putin to strength- 
en the Kremlin’s powers. 

His government controls the main 
television news, allowing his critics 
few appearances on the prime source 
of information in the sprawling coun- 
try. The Rossiya channel on Sunday 
showed only brief footage of the Mos- 
cow protest — after opening with a 
report on Putin, a judo black belt, 
attending a martial arts match. 

Opposition leaders said they were 
determined to push ahead. Garry 
Kasparov, a former world chess 
champion who has become the most 
prominent figure in opposition fac- 
tions loosely allied in the Other Rus- 
sia coalition, called it “truly amazing” 
that 2,000 protesters would turn out 
in Moscow to face 9,000 police and 
interior ministry troops. 

“It shows that the apathy in 
Russian society is gradually being 
replaced by very active, vocal pro- 
test,” he told The Associated Press. 

While television didn’t show 
much of the confrontations, many 
who witnessed the events appeared 
dismayed by the crackdown. As an 
elderly woman comforted ableeding 
youth lying on the ground Sunday, 
a passer-by remarked bitterly, “So 
this is what they call democracy.”

Palestinian statehood 
among topics as talks 
begin between leaders 

JERUSALEM I The Israeli and Pales- 
tinian leaders on Sunday discussed 
the outlines of Palestinian statehood 
for the first time in six years, taking 
a modest step toward breaking the 
long paralysis in peacemaking. 

In the first in a series of biweekly 
talks, Israeli Prime Minister Ehud 
Olmert and Palestinian President 
Mahmoud Abbas focused mostly 
on day-to-day issues such as travel 
and trade restrictions, but also raised 
broader issues that have not been dis- 
cussed by the two top officials since 
the collapse of peace talks in 2001. 

Representatives of the two sides 
said the leaders discussed the struc- 


ture of the government of a future 
Palestinian state and economic coop- 
eration, among other topics. 


“It was a good beginning,” Pales- 
tinian negotiator Saeb Erekat said 
of the meeting, which lasted more 


than two hours. Olmert and Abbas 
smiled and looked comfortable as 
they walked into Olmert ’s official 
residence in central Jerusalem. 

Israeli government spokeswoman 
Miri Eisin called the talks “very posi- 
tive,” adding the two leaders broke 
away from their aides and spoke one- 
on-one for more than an hour. 

Olmert and Abbas plan to next 
talk in the West Bank town of Jer- 
icho, the first meeting of the two 
leaders in a Palestinian town. 

Israeli officials emphasized that 
the two sides did not go into the key 
elements of a final peace deal, such 
as borders of a Palestinian state, 
the future of Jerusalem or the fate 
of Palestinian refugees. 

“We’re not going to be talking 
about the core issues of the final 
status at this stage, certainly not 
with the issue of terrorism not 
being addressed adequately yet,”

BAGHDAD I Cars, minibuses and

dad, dozens of Iraqi policemen dem- 
onstrated in front of their station, 
accusing U.S. troops of treating 
them like “animals” and “slaves.”

Two British 
service members died when their 
helicopters crashed in midair north 
of Baghdad, and hours later a U.S.

All Peacekeeper 
Killed During 
Darfur Ambush 

NYA LA, SUDANI Unidentified gun- 
men killed a Ghanaian military offi- 
cer in the African Union’s peace- 
keeping force in the Darfur region 
and hijacked his car within yards 
of the AU mission’s headquarters, 
the AU said Sunday. 

The officer was traveling alone in 
his vehicle when he was ambushed 
in the town of El Fasher late Satur- 
day, an AU spokesman said. 

The ambush took place hours 
after Deputy Secretary of State John 
Negroponte visited the peacekeeper 
headquarters during his trip to push 
Sudan’s government to let UN. troops 
reinforce the AU mission. The dead 
officer was the seventh peacekeep- 
er slain this month, raising to 18 the 
number of AU soldiers killed since the 
mission deployed in 2004. (ap)

Iran Eyes 2 Atomic Plants 


Nation proceeds with 
enrichment program 
despite U.N. sanctions 

TEHRAN, IRAN I Iran said Sunday it is 
seeking bids for the building of two 
more nuclear power plants, despite 
international pressure to curb its 
controversial program. 

Ahmad Fayyazbakhsh, the dep- 
uty head of Iran’s Atomic Energy 
Organization in charge of power 
plants, said the plants would be 
light-water reactors, each with 
the capacity to generate up to 1,600 
megawatts of electricity. 


RUSSIA BEGINS WORK ON 
FLOATING NUCLEAR PLANT 

Citing safety and privacy con- 
cerns, Russia began construc- 
tion of itsfirstfloating nuclear 
power plant Sunday and plans 
to build at least six more despite 
long-standing environmental 
concerns thatthey are vulnera- 
bleto accidents at sea, Russian 
news agencies reported, (ap) 


Each plant would cost up to $1.7 
billion and take up to 11 years to 
construct, he told reporters during 
a news conference at his office. 


Iran is already building a 
40 -megawatt heavy water reac- 
tor based on domestic technolo- 
gy. It is also preparing to build a 
360 -megawatt nuclear power plant 
in southwestern Iran. 

The U.N. Security Council last 
month voted to impose new sanc- 
tions on Iran as part of a second set 
of penalties in three months against 
Tehran over its refusal to suspend 
uranium enrichment. 

The enrichment process can 
produce fuel for nuclear reactors 
or — if taken to a higher degree 
— the material for atomic bombs.

Ambassador ends 
boycott threat, easing 
tensions with Israel 

JERUSALEMI The Vatican’s ambas- 
sador to Israel on Sunday attended 
a Holocaust memorial service next 
to the Yad Vashem museum, revers- 
ing an earlier decision to boycott the 
event that threatened to upset frag- 
ile relations between Israel and the 
Vatican.

District hopes to send 
message to Congress 
before debate this week 

WASHINGTON | District politi- 
cians, civic leaders and organiz- 
ers of Monday’s voting rights rally 
urged a crowd of about 60 support- 
ers gathered downtown Sunday to 
call and e-mail friends as part of 
a last-ditch push for a huge turn- 
out, despite predictions for bad 
weather. 

Nearly 8,000 people have signed 
up for Monday’s march and rally, 
said Ilir Zherka, executive direc- 
tor of D.C. Vote, an advocacy 
group that is among the leaders 
of the effort. But if the heavy rains 
that drenched the District Sunday 
continued through Monday, just 
about 1,000 of them might show 
up, Zherka said . 

As the rain poured outside, 
Zherka and other march leaders 
encouraged each person gathered 
inside the Martin Luther King Jr. 
Library for pre-rally activities to 
ask at least 10 others to participate 
in the historic demonstration. The

A Mac fan builds the 
ultimate shrine to the 
object of his affection 

TECH LOVE I Step down the stark, 
white stairs into Jeremy Mehrle’s 
basement and meet his Apple com- 
puter collection. 

He has 99 computers. No, wait. 
Make that TOO. He just got another 
last night, he said during a recent visit 
to his home about 35 miles west of St. 
Louis. Dozens of his Apple Macintosh 
computers are on display down here, 
a techie’s dream party pad. 

Mehrle, 29, appears to recognize 
that there’s an inherent, well, geeki- 
ness to his computer collection, but 
he has a sense of humor about it. 
Perhaps at this level of commit- 
ment, it’s actually geek chic. 

His bar is made out of 30 Mac 
Classics arranged next to and on 
top of each other. Guests can drink 
at the bar, “but no one ever does,” 


he noted. (Just imagine how much 
technology could be destroyed with 
just one spilled drink.) 

The basement is wired with 20 - 
amp circuits. He doesn’t just dis- 
play his computers; he runs them 
when guests come over. Classic 
screen savers, such as flying toasters 
with wings, flutter across screens. 
When friends stop by, they can play 
old-school games like “StarCraft” on 
machines networked together. 

Along one wall, he has every 
color — or “flavor” — of iMac. 
While the first one, in “Bondi 
Blue,” sits alone, the other 12 are 
arranged in rows in the order they 
were released. They begin with the 
first colors, such as “Blueberry” and 
“Tangerine,” to the last of the bunch, 
known as “Snow.” 

Another wall has nine iconic 
Macintoshes arranged in chrono- 
logical order. The computers range 
from the original Macintosh with 
128 kilobytes of memory to the

Mehrle bought it on eBay and thinks 
he paid about $800 for it. 

Sometimes people donated their

Researchers want 
to rebuild the Internet 
for future challenges 

ONLINE EVOLUTION I Although 
it has already taken nearly four 
decades to get this far in build- 
ing the Internet, some university 
researchers, with the federal gov- 
ernment’s blessing, want to scrap 
all that and start over. 

The idea may seem unthinkable, 
even absurd, but many believe a 
“clean slate” approach is the only 
way to truly address security, mobil- 
ity and other challenges that have 
cropped up since UCLA professor 
Leonard Kleinrock helped supervise 
the first exchange of data between 
two machines in 1969. 

The Internet “works well in many 
situations but was designed for com- 
pletely different assumptions,” said 
Dipankar Raychaudhuri, a Rutgers 
University professor overseeing three 
clean-slate projects. “It’s sort of a 
miracle that it continues to work 
well today.” 

No longer constrained by slow 
connections and computer pro- 
cessors and high costs for storage, 
researchers say the time has come 


to rethink the Internet’s underly- 
ing architecture, a move that could 
mean replacing networking equip- 
ment and rewriting software on 
computers to better channel future 
traffic over the existing pipes. 

The National Science Founda- 
tion wants to build an experimen- 
tal research network known as the 
Global Environment for Network 
Innovations, or GENI and is fund- 
ing projects at universities and else- 
where through Future Internet Net- 
work Design, or FIND. 

A new network could run parallel 
with the current Internet and eventu- 
ally replace it, or perhaps aspects ofthe 
research could go into a major over- 
haul ofthe existing architecture. 

But a key question is how to 
make the transition — and research- 
ers are largely punting for now. 

“Let’s try to define where we 
think we should end up, what we 
think the Internet should look 
like in 15 years’ time, and only 
then would we decide the path,” 
Nick McKeown, co-director of 
Stanford’s clean-slate program. 
“We acknowledge it’s going to be 
really hard, but I think it will be 
a mistake to be deterred by that.”

that he knew the victim. 

With Ted’s confession, the case 
seems like a slam- dunk for district 
attorney Willy Beachum (Gosling). 
But when Ted’s courtroom revela- 
tion throws the trial into chaos, 
Willy is forced to decide wheth- 
er to drop the case or find Ted’s 
weak spot. 

The result is a battle of wills that 
recalls the showdown between Hop- 
kins’ Hannibal Lecter and Jodie 
Foster’s Clarice Starling in “The 
Silence of the Lambs.” 

“I’ve played two criminals — 
Hannibal and this guy,” the snowy 
haired Hopkins said in his staccato 
way. “He likes to toy with people 
and walk on the edge. He’s a little 
too smart for his own good, which 
eventually undoes him.” 

Hopkins only appears in about 
25 minutes of the film, so the cumu- 
lative impact of his scenes is critical, 
said director Gregory Hoblit (“Fre- 
quency,” “Primal Fear”). 

“He’s an obviously cruel man and 
a controlling man,” Hopkins said of 
his character. “He kills [his wife] 
as an existential exercise.” 

Hopkins likens Ted to Shake- 
speare’s lago — villainous yet char- 
ismatic. “They face catastrophe and 
unblinkingly go on,” he explained. 
“They’re mesmeric because there’s 
a part of our nature that yearns to 
be that courageous.” 

Because his “Fracture” charac- 
ter is obsessed with finding weak 
spots, the question arises: What is 
Hopkins’? 

“Laziness,” he admitted. “I 
don’t like analyzing things, so I 
tend to be a bit lazy. I also have 
a weakness for cookies and crois- 
sants,” he added, patting his belly.

Broken Psyche 


Anthony Hopkins 
plays another brilliant 
but brutal murderer 

CRUEL &. UNUSUAL | Sir Anthony 
Hopkins is an award-winning 
actor, filmmaker, artist and com- 
poser. He’s also a bit of a prankster 
on the movie set. 

Hopkins occasionally unleashed 
his inner canine while making 
“Fracture,” a new suspense thriller 
in which he plays a devious killer. 

“If things started getting a lit- 


tle too serious, he’d start barking,” 
recalled co-star Ryan Gosling. 

Hopkins, 69, likes having fun on 
the set, but the theater-trained actor 
knows when to get serious. There 
were times when the 26 -year- old 
Gosling was so mesmerized by Hop- 
kins’ performance that he almost 
forgot he was in the scene, too. 

In “Fracture,” Hopkins plays Ted, 
a meticulous scientist who special- 
izes in fracture mechanics, analyz- 
ing aeronautical malfunctions and 
plane crashes. He prides himself on 
his ability to spot the smallest defect 


in any mechanical system. 

He is also adept at identifying 
people’s weaknesses. When Ted 
discovers that his beautiful young 
wife (Embeth Davidtz) is cheating 
on him, he plans her murder.

He Was a 
Killer Dad 


Pulitzer Prize winner 
Lucinda Franks dives 
into her father’s past 

B 0 0 K I For decades, the World War 
II generation was famously tight- 
lipped about the wartime years. 
Only late in life have they finally 
been telling their stories. 

But Tom Franks intended to 
keep his secrets to the grave. 

He’d served in a mysterious Navy 
unit in some of the ugliest places in 
the Pacific and European theaters, 
and the dark memories he carried 
when he finally came home shad- 
owed his life and that of his family. 
That’s why his daughter, Pulitzer 
Prize -winning reporter Lucinda 
Franks, set out to find out what 
he’d been through. 

“My father’s character had been 
a casualty of war. And the war he’d 
brought home had caused collateral 
damage: to his own daughters,” she 
writes in the complex, bittersweet 
“My Father’s Secret War: A Memoir,” 
which mixes well-told history with a 
halting love story between a daugh- 
ter and the father she describes as 
“the Man Who Wasn’t There.” 

Lucinda Franks uses relent- 


less reporting and wily cajoling to 
break through her father’s vow of 
silence at last. Along the way, she 
mines military archives and fast- 
fading memories — her father’s, as 
he sinks into dementia, and those 
of his aging comrades, whom she 
tracks down — to present an unvar- 
nished picture of the personal sac- 
rifice war can exact. 

“Was my father a spy?” she asks 
after finding intriguing mementoes 
stashed away as she helps him tidy 
up his apartment: a tiny camera, a 
gun silencer, disguises (including 
parts of a fake Nazi SS uniform). 
It turns out he was part of an elite 
force whose often code-named oper- 
ations placed him in, for example, 
the assault waves on Pacific atolls 
and at the liberation of a horrific 
death camp in Germany. But all her 
sleuthing barely seems to prepare 
her (or the reader) for his confes- 
sion, “I was an assassin,” and the 
wrenching details that follow. 

Although the book’s pacing occa- 
sionally lags and readers maybe dis- 
appointed that it does not reprint 
some of the treasured photographs 
Lucinda Franks describes, there is 
lovely writing throughout.

Despite avid support 
from artists, mixtape 
CDs are legally gray 

LAW & DISORDER I DJ Drama (Tyree 
Simmons) had become one of hip- 
hop’s top DJs after working with 
rappers such as Young Jeezy, T.I. 
and LiT Wayne through his popu- 
lar “Gangsta Grillz” CD mixtapes. 

Drama had just signed a record 
deal and was co-hosting two radio 
shows. But he and his partner, Can- 
non, were arrested in January for 
reproducing recorded material for 
sales — in this case, CD mixtapes. 
Both were jailed one night and 
were released on $100,000 bond. 
Though the case is still not resolved. 


Drama is looking to clear his name 
and show people that mixtapes are 
an asset for the music industry. 

“They’re the bloodline,” he said. 
“They’re the vein. So many people 
have capitalized off mixtapes. 50 
Cent, one of music’s top moguls, 
wouldn’t even be where he is at if 
it wasn’t for them. I hope people 
learn more about mixtapes after 
our situation.” 

Mixtapes are a compilation 
of songs that includes teasers for 
upcoming albums, freestyle rhymes 
and remixes of popular hits. Art- 
ists often use them to gain extra 
exposure. Even though record 
labels often support mixtapes for 
their marketing strength, they also 
have been wary because bootleg-

gers often sell the music for profit. 
In efforts to crack down on pirat- 
ed music, special task forces focus 
on copyright infringement in the 
recording industry. 

After the album he had been 
working on for a year was taken in 
the raid. Drama re-created a new 
mixtape album in three weeks. Out- 
Kast, Busta Rhymes and Beenie Sigel 
were some artists who took part in 
the album, which is set for release 
in June. Drama’s first single, “Takin’ 
Pictures,” speaks about the raid and 
mixtapes and features Young Jeezy, 
Willie the Kid, Jim Jones, Rick Ross, 
Young Buck and T.I. 

“I didn’t have nothing, but every- 
one came to my aid,” said Drama. 
“My engineer thought I was crazy 
about putting out an album in such 
short time. But I had no choice. 
This album represents the game 
and the obstacles that come with 
it. It’s a testament to all the grin- 
din’ that was put in over the years.”

China’s destroyed 
satellite exposes rift 
over space territory 

The Fengyun — “Wind and Cloud” 
— 1- C weather satellite was a proud 
worker in China’s space program. 
Launched in May 1999, it provided a 
wealth of information that scientists 
used for forecasting floods, sand- 
storms and disturbances in space 
caused by solar activity. 

Now, it has been reduced to a neb- 
ula of debris — and that may prove 
to be its most lasting legacy. 

In January, China blasted the 
Fengyun 1-C into oblivion with a 
land-based anti- satellite missile 
from its southwestern Xichang 
spaceport. It was the first kill of a 
satellite by a land-based missile ever 
conducted by any nation, including 
the United States and Russia. 

The message was hard to miss: 
China is ready — and increasingly 
able — to challenge the U.S. mili- 
tary advantage in space. 

“Competition is moving toward 
the newffontier — space,” said Arthur 
Ding, a research fellow at Taiwan’s 
National Chengchi University. 

To space and military experts. 


China’s success is no surprise — its 
space program has taken a great 
leap forward in recent years. 

The program launched its first 
manned space flight in 2003. A 
second mission in 2005 put two 
astronauts into orbit for a week. 
This year, China plans to launch a 
probe that will orbit the moon. 

But some see the anti- satellite 
missile as evidence that China’s 
program is taking an alarming 
direction. 

“The successful test of a Chinese 
direct-ascent anti- satellite weap-

to protect them. 

China and Russia, which, like 
Washington, have signed the 1967 
treaty outlawing weapons of mass 
destruction in space, advocate a com- 
plete ban on anti-satellite and other 
space weaponry. The Bush admin- 
istration, however, blocked a UN. 
resolution to that effect in 2005. 
Beijing and Moscow resubmitted 
a similar proposal this year. 

Beijing says it wants to bring 
Washington back to the negotiat- 
ing table and that its satellite kill 
was in line with its larger goal of 
demilitarizing space. 

“China opposes the weaponiza- 
tion of space and any arms race,” 
Foreign Ministry spokesman Liu 
Jianchao said. “The test is not tar-

Cobblers are a dying 
breed in America, but 
some refuse to quit 

With more Americans planting 
their feet in throwaway shoes and 
athletic footwear, the neighborhood 
shoe repair shop might seem like a 
relic from the past and a candidate 
for extinction. 

But don’t tell that to Bill Wheel- 
er. He entered the business four 
months ago at age 56, opening a 
shop in Waldoboro, Maine, and 
pumping new life into a collection 
of machines and hand tools that 
he purchased through eBay from 
a defunct repair shop. 

The number of cobblers has 
dropped from roughly 100,000 dur- 
ing the Great Depression to about 
7,000 today, according to the Shoe 
Service Institute of America. 

For every repair shop that opens, 
two or three are closing their doors, 
but the rate of attrition appears to

be slowing, said Jim McFarland, 
who serves on the board of SSIA, 
an industry trade group staffed by 
volunteers. 

“By 2020, unless we see a radical 
change, there will be around 5,000 
or 6,000 shops,” said McFarland, 
who operates a shop in Lakeland, 
Fla. 

The cause of the decline is plain 
to see. 

Last year’s average retail price of 
a dress shoe was $32.59, according 
to the NPD Group Inc., a market 
research company in Port Wash- 
ington, N.Y. Dress casual shoes 
were even cheaper, averaging 
$30.46 a pair. 


That’s considerably less than 
the $40 to $45 that most shops 
charge to put on a set of half- soles 


and heels. 

Many of today’s consumers have 
no familiarity with repair shops, and 


some are unaware that old shoes can 
be made as good as new, McFarland 
said. He cited estimates that only 
10 percent of Americans have their 
shoes repaired. 

Despite those worrisome fig- 
ures, Wheeler decided to take the 
plunge. Skilled in the use of tools 
and machinery, the former shoe fac- 
tory worker liked the idea of a trade 
that enables him to extend the life 
of a product that would otherwise 
be discarded. 

“In a throwaway society, this 
is a really valuable thing,” he said. 
“It does something for the envi- 
ronment, maybe make a bit of an 
impact.” 

With new shoe repair machin- 
ery prohibitively expensive, Wheel- 
er decided to shop on the Inter- 
net but found the array of offerings 
costly and confusing. He hit paydirt 
when he spotted a complete shop 
outside Pittsburgh for sale on eBay 
after its owner died and none of 
his four sons followed him into 
the business. 

When he had a question about 
a repair technique, he would call 
cobblers as far away as Massachu- 
setts and New Hampshire, many 
of whom had been in the business 
for decades. 

“The cobbler hasn’t died; he’s 
evolved,” Wheeler said. “Everything 
is changing, and I’m going to change

Tom Ford is back in the fashion 
business, attempting to alter — if 
not correct — a phenomenon he 
helped create. 

He wants both the industry and 
consumers to end the hunt for the 
next big thing in favor of a 
long-term commitment 
to personal style. He 
wants people to appre- 
ciate the details in the 
things they buy and can 
keep for years to come. 

“It’s a reaction to our 
world, where everything is so imper- 
sonal and things are less and less 
about quality, less and less about 
nuance — less and less about peo- 
ple. Maybe I’m in the early stages of 
longing for the generation before,” 
says Ford. 

Ford this week opens a Saville 


Row-inspired menswear store on 
Madison Avenue, a departure from 
the super- sexy, high- concept run- 
way shows that were his trademark 
at Gucci and Yves Saint Laurent. 

He’s selling suits and tuxedos, 
cap-toe shoes and velvet slip- 
pers, tennis shorts and, in the fall, 
shooting clothes, along with walk- 
ing sticks and cufflinks. 

The shop is quiet, elegant and 
homey — or at least homey 
for a cool character like 
Ford. With abstract art 
by Lucio Fontana and 
a crocodile-inspired 
chair — both from his 
own home — along with 
beaver rugs and a slate 
gray palette. Ford attempts to 
re-create the mood of a 1930s 
men’s club. Butlers cater to cli- 
ents’ whims, pouring drinks and 
fetching lunches. 

All this luxury doesn’t come 
cheap, of course. But Ford says at 
least you’ll know that your $1,000

shoes and $3,200 -plus suits (that’s 
for the ready-to-wear; made-to- 
measure starts at $5,000) are the 
finest quality. 

The personal touches include 
handwoven socks with the wear- 
er’s initials, shirt boxes with cus- 
tomers’ names written in calligra- 
phy and a lot of choices — there are 
340 shirt colors in 35 fabrics that 
can be matched with one of seven 



collars and one of three cuffs. 

Three years ago. Ford very 
publicly fled the fashion scene in 
favor of Hollywood. He had sev- 
eral scripts in the works and he 
says that at least one film project 
was ready to go. 

But, he explained, he genuinely 
missed fashion. “I hated not creat- 
ing something. I really missed what 
I was doing,” he says. 

Why menswear? Ford, wear- 
ing a black three-piece suit that’s 
a slightly looser fit than we saw in 
the sleek Gucci days, says he had 
trouble finding things for his own 
wardrobe. He even called himself 
his muse. 

Fashion experts say they suspect 
his New York store will succeed. 

“When you get to clothes at 
that price point, you want some- 
thing that’s unique to you and so 
special,” says Stephen Watson, fash- 
ion director at Men’s Vogue. “You 
want something that no one else 
will have.” 

He thinks Ford made a wise 
choice in making the store full- 
service: “Everybody wants to look 
good, but I think simplifying and 
demystifying the process attracts
